Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers 

It  doesn't  seem  a  year  since  the  last  Annual  Report  was 
written ;  but  it  is,  and  in  that  year  each  part  of  this  community  at 
Lakeside  has  been  busy  making  history  for  itself  in  work  accom- 
plished. The  chairmen  find  that  writing  this  history  is  pleasant 
work. 

First,  we  must  tell  of  our  great  loss  in  the  death,  last  May,  of 
Mrs.  Harvey  Brown.  Her  gentle  presence  at  our  meetings,  her  un- 
failing willingness  to  do  all  work  put  into  her  hands,  and  above  all, 
her  rare  ability  to  make  the  large  things  she  did  seem  small,  and  the 
small  things  done  by  others  seem  large,  we  will  never  forget.  That 
memory  does  not  die — it  lives. 

The  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  has  greatly  broadened  its 
work,  aided  by  the  Social  Service  Fund,  which  is  always  generous, 
placed  at  its  disposal. 

The  willingness  of  the  Associated  Charities  to  co-operate  at 
any  time,  by  providing  material  aid,  lessens  greatly  the  need  for 
money.  Such  articles  as  braces,  crutches,  special  shoes,  elastic 
stockings,  glass  eyes,  glasses,  abdominal  supporters  and  artificial 
teeth,  are  all  provided  by  this  department.  During  the  past  year, 
the  arrangements  for  purchasing  any  of  these  articles  routinely,  and 
at  a  moment's  notice  has  been  perfected.  Probably,  during  succeed- 
ing years,  many  more  such  articles  will  be  provided. 

The  development  of  the  dental  clinic,  in  the  Dispensary,  will 
bring  to  our  notice  many  needing  artificial  teeth.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  this  department  to  require  the  patient  to  pay  if  possible, 
even  by  installments,  a  certain  amount — depending  entirely  upon 
their  circumstances,  and  not  upon  the  cost  to  us,  and  to  permit 
them  to  believe  that  such  a  payment  was  the  full,  regular  ]-)rice. 
It  helps  them  through  one  more  need  without  "taking  charity"  (as 
they  believe),  and  ivc  believe  that  "taking  charily"  is  always  a 
damaging  process  to  any  one.  Incidentally,  the  money  received 
helps  us  to  widen  our  influence. 

Six  thousand,  four  hundred  and  forty-two  calls  have  been 
made  at  the  homes  of  patients. 

The  Library  Committee  reports  a  very  successful  year,  for 
their  library  now  holds  about  1500  volumes,  which  are  divided  under 
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the  heads  of  Fiction,  Juvenile,  ReHgion,  History,  Essays,  Miscellany, 
Biography,  Poetry  and  Drama.  Besides  these,  39  new  magazines 
and  4  German  periodicals  are  provided,  so  all  needs  can  be  filled. 

About  50  books  have  been  sent  to  the  "poor  whites"  at  Cum- 
berland Gap.  All  the  books  in  the  library  have  been  re-numbered, 
as  have  the  catalogues.  Besides  this,  the  list  of  new  books  has  been 
entered  in  all  the  book  catalogues  throughout  the  hospital,  so  books 
can  be  chosen  at  any  time  from  both  private  rooms  and  wards. 

The  inspection  of  the  hospital  by  the  Inspection  Committee  is 
always  interesting.  The  criticisms  going  hand  in  hand  with  a  full 
appreciation  of  how  much  there  is  to  praise,  and  how  willingly  the 
criticisms  are  met  by  a  real  desire  to  co-operate  in  the  bettering  of 
whatever-  merits  the  fault-finding.  All  parts  of  the  hospital  are 
visited  each  week. 

In  the  Private  Pavilion,  the  third  floor,  during  the  summer 
absence  of  Doctors  Crile  and  Robb,  was  entirely  renovated,  making 
it  quite  like  new.  Even  the  furniture  was  scraped  and  varnished. 
Xew  glass  tops  and  spreads  were  given  for  the  dressers,  so  they 
will  be  kept  new.  In  the  Open  wards  much  renovation  in  the  way 
of  painting  and  plastering  has  been  going  on  for  months,  not 
because  the  workmen  were  slow,  but  there  was  so  much  to  do. 

The  partitions  from  all  the  linen  closets  have  been  removed, 
adding  greatly  to  the  space. 

Laundry  is  now  only  taken  to  these  wards  three  times  a  week, 
and  at  night  as  the  night  nurses  have  so  much  more  time  to  arrange 
it  on  the  shelves. 

In  the  children's  ward,  a  nursery  maid  has  been  added  to  the 
force,  and  she  lifts  many  duties  from  the  shoulders  of  the  nurses. 
This  ward  is  often  quarantined,  though  every  precaution  seems  to 
be  taken — such  as  taking  a  culture  from  the  throat  of  each  enter- 
ing child,  and  keeping  him  in  the  detention  room  for  36  hours 
before  allowing  him  in  the  ward. 

To  every  patient  in  the  wards  was  sent  Easter  and  Christmas 
cards,  when  those  days  came.  These  patients,  who  have  so  little, 
are  never  forgotten,  as  was  shown  at  Christmas  time,  when  on 
ever)'  breakfast  tray  came  a  gift,  marked  with  their  names.  Some- 
how, that  morning  the  breakfast  was  subordinated  to  that  paper 
wrapped  parcel.  Then,  too,  12  wheeled  chairs  were  given  by  Mr. 
Tyler.  The  human  side  to  our  hospital  work  is  so  brought  out  in 
these  wards  and  Dispensary.  One  does  not  have  to  go  outside  of 
Lakeside  for  Social  Service  work.  It  meets  you  at  every  turn,  and 
clings. 
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The  brace  work  is  not  done  now  by  the  hospital ;  but  the  room 
and  appUances  are  given  to  the  maker  and  his  reputation  is  grow- 
ing, for  the  accuracy  of  his  work  and  the  reasonable  prices.  He  is 
willing  and  able  to  take  work  from  outside. 

In  the  Dispensary  the  card  index  system  has  reached  such  per- 
fection that  it  is  invaluable — a  necessity. 

In  the  diet  kitchen,  a  dietitian  was  sent  here  from  the  Thomas 
School  of  •  Detroit,  to  work  under  ours  for  three  months.  The 
making  of  the  casein  milk  was  tried  here.  It  took  seven  hours  to 
make,  but  the  cost  was  about  half.  Now,  the  Babies  Dispensary 
makes  it  for  us,  and  in  the  Spring  the  duty  will  be  ours,  and  we 
will  make  it  for  them  for  the  same  period. 

The  food  wagon  question,  one  that  has  puzzled  us  so  long,  is 
about  to  be  settled.  A  large  covered  wagon,  with  closed  compart- 
ments for  all  the  food,  has  been  planned,  and  we  are  in  hopes  that 
it  will  work  out  not  to  be  too  heavy  or  expensive.  It  is  used  to 
carry  the  cooked  foods  from  the  kitchen  to  the  ward  food  elevator. 

Mrs.  Leisy  has  given  a  large  electric  potato  masher  for  the 
kitchen,  and  no  one  can  tell  except  those  right  there,  what  it  has 
done  to  lighten  the  labor,  and  how  much  better  the  potatoes  are 
served. 

Never  has  the  laundry  been  run  so  systematically,  and  for  the 
first  time  every  worker  has  had  a  vacation  on  full  pay. 

The  sewing  room  had  the  same  privilege  given  them,  and  both 
have  paid  in  the  added  zest  given  to  the  work  upon  their  return. 
Then,  too,  this  sewing  room  had  donated  to  it  a  large  electric  fan, 
so  through  the  hot  summer  days  their  sewing  was  done  in  a  cool 
room. 

The  maids  have  had  a  parlor  furnished  for  them  by  the  Board. 
Just  as  soon  as  the  plastering  and  painting  are  done  it  will  be  used 
with  the  greatest  appreciation  by  these  workers. 

A  glass  and  wooden  partition  has  been  put  in  at  the  top  of 
their  staircase.  This  is  locked  at  10:30,  and  the  lights  are  out  at 
11  :00,  except  for  those  having  "late  leave,"  until  11  :30,  given  once 
a  week. 

The  matron  here  keeps  a  daily  record  of  each  maid's  arising, 
when  in  at  night,  the  care  of  their  room,  etc.,  etc.  These  records 
are  given  each  day  to  the  housekeeper  and  are  recorded  in  her  book. 

The  doctors  have  enjoyed  their  lawn  tennis,  a  summer  gift,  and 
in-doors  the  piano,  given  by  Mr.  Dalton,  was  a  rival  of  the  billiard 
table. 
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The  Memorial  has  had  a  new  diet  kitchen  added  to  its  equip 
ment,  and  has  found  out  how  necessary  it  was.    Three  times  a  week, 
lessons  are  given  here  to  the  nurses,  in  individual  work. 

A  new  croquet  set  was  sent  them  and  has  kept  them  out  of 
doors  during  rest  periods.  A  tether  ball  set  could  be  used  in  their 
recreation  room. 

In  the  Administration  building,  many  changes  were  made  to 
bring  the  medical  work  on  one  side  of  the  corridor,  and  the  work 
of  administration  on  the  other.  New  telephone  booths  are  now  next 
to  the  Information  desk,  and  enclosed.  The  P.  O.  of  the  doctors 
has  been  moved  to  their  recreation  room,  and  the  nurses  have  one 
of  their  own  in  the  Memorial.  All  this  keeps  at  least  30%  of  the 
people  away  from  the  Administration  building.  The  Lodge  took 
away  hundreds,  so  it  is  now  a  quiet  place  of  entrance  for  the  doctors 
and  private  ward  patients. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  feels  much  gratified  with  the 
results  of  the  past  year.  New  interests  have  come  into  the  work 
of  the  "Kindergarten  Visiting  Committee" — Hospital  Social  Service 
Work  has  been  developed  in  an  effort  to  broaden  it  all.  The  Com- 
mittee has  as  objects,  amusement,  kindergarten  instruction,  general 
training  of  the  child  in  conduct,  disposition,  etc.,  and  promotion  of 
the  many  factors  in  child  life,  included  in  the  larger  work  of  child 
welfare.  These  are  the  direct  results  of  the  work  of  the  Visiting 
Committee.  The  indirect  results  are  greater  interest  and  kindness 
manifested  by  others  who  have  the  care  of  these  children. 

The  need  of  the  extension  of  this  work  is  felt,  under  the  care 
of  our  Social  Service  Department. 

Through  this  Visiting  Committee,  a  fund  was  established  known 
as  the  "Children's  Social  Service  Fund,"  to  be  kept  at  the  hospital 
for  the  use  of  the  children's  work. 

The  young  girls  of  this  Committee  are  now  taking  a  course  of 
five  lessons,  from  a  trained  kindergartener,  at  the  training  school  on 
96th  Street,  to  instruct  them  in  such  work  as  will  make  intelligent 
the  selection  of  proper  Kingergarten  work  for  the  children. 

Any  member  of  the  Committee  can  learn  the  home  conditions 
of  the  patient  by  applying  to  the  Social  Service  Department.  We 
find  the  children's  ward  inadequate  for  the  care  of  our  children.  In 
1911,  42  orthopedic  cases  were  cared  for  aside  from  the  medical  and 
eye  cases.  In  1912,  86  were  cared  for,  a  great  increase  for  one 
year.    A  children's  hospital  is  imperative. 

The  hospital  is  most  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Samuel  continue 
to  be  IVincipal  of  the  Training  School.     She  has  increased  its  effi- 
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ciency  and  raised  its  standards.  She,  with  her  assistants,  has  been 
most  untiring  in  meeting  the  heavy  demands,  and  the  pupils  have 
willingly  done  their  share  in  carrying  the  extra  burden. 

The  grave  problem  before  the  Training  School  Committee  is  the 
scarcity  of  applicants.  In  1907,  the  daily  average  of  patients  was 
190,  and  there  were  97  pupil  nurses.  Today,  the  patients  average 
223,  and  the  pupil  nurses  90.  In  1907,  there  was  a  falling  off  of 
applications,  and  ever  since,  plans  have  been  suggested  to  remedy 
this;  but  no  action  was  taken  until  this  year,  when  the  entrance  fee 
was  abandoned  and  the  text  books  given  them.  This  has  not  pro- 
duced any  appreciable  result,  as  yet,  and  further  measures  must  be 
taken.  This  year,  advertising  was  resorted  to,  with  the  result  that 
one  pupil  was  accepted,  to  be  dropped  at  the  end  of  two  months. 
She  was  known  as  the  "Thousand  dollar  nurse." 

The  Board  decided  to  give  the  nurses  their  pin  at  graduation. 
A  change  was  made  in  the  design,  which  is  now  a  facsimile  of  the 
seal  of  the  Hospital. 

The  obstetrical  work  undertaken  in  the  homes  has  grown  beyond 
all  expectations,  and  the  Department  is  unable  to  respond  to  all  the 
calls  sent  in.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  mark  oil  a  zone  near 
the  Hospital,  and  take  only  the  cases  reported  within  it. 

There  is  little  to  report  from  the  Linen  Supply  Committee,  as 
everything  has  moved  along  quietly  and  smoothly.  Four  inventories 
were  taken  during  the  year,  three  of  them  absolutely  correct.  At 
the  April  inventory,  we  were  short  one  coarse  linen  dish  towel  and 
ahead  by  two  doctors'  hand  towels.  This  certainly  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  Committee  and  Mrs.  Oxley,  who  always  does  most 
efficient  work,  when  you  consider  that  14,586  pieces  were  exchanged 
during  the  year.  15,963  yards  of  material  were  given  to  the  sewing 
room  to  be  made  up. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Linen  Supply  Committee  is  having  its 
account  credited  with  the  cash  purchases  made  by  the  nurses  for 
uniforms,  collars,  cuffs,  etc.,  the  amount  being  $436.34.  A  large 
item  of  its  expense  this  year  was  for  blankets — $1040,  but  as  these 
have  been  a  crying  need  for  a  long  time,  we  hope  that  this  supply 
will  last  for  many  years. 

The  tasks  of  the  Flower  and  Entertainment  Committee  have 
gone  on  in  about  the  same  grooves,  so  there  is  little  of  special 
interest  to  report. 

The  nurses'  graduation  exercises  were  taken  care  of  and  passed 
off  successfully.     Mrs.  Wade,  not  being  able  to  send  the  palms  from 
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her  own  green  house,  as  she  has  done  for  so  many  years,  sent  them 
from  Gasser's.  Lilacs  were  in  bloom  and  were  used  generously  in 
decorating  the  Memorial  where  the  reception  was  held.  The  tea 
table  w'as  in  pink  and  very  attractive.  Fruit  punch  and  cake  were 
served.  The  children  had  a  radiantly  happy  Christmas  in  spite  of 
their  quarantine  from  mumps.  Their  letters  to  Santa  were  answered 
and  presents  distributed  by  Santa  Claus  himself,  whose  hands  were 
full,  giving  the  children  candy,  nuts,  raisins  and  fruit,  with  a  Santa 
Claus  stocking  filled  with  "goodies." 

This  Committee  bought  for  the  decorations,  six  dozen  wreaths, 
200  yards  of  greens,  a  box  of  holly  and  each  patient  a  blooming 
primrose  plant. 

The  planting  has  gone  on  as  usual.  The  Spring  flowers  bloom- 
ing, then  making  way  for  the  geraniums  and  cannas.  These  have 
proved,  by  experience,  the  best  and  only  successful  thing  for  the 
summer.  The  fall  planting,  for  Spring  blooming,  has  been  done  by 
the  Hospital  gardener,  thereby  saving  one-third  of  the  expense. 

From  time  to  time,  this  Committee  cannot  resist  trying  to 
brighten  the  wards  with  Boston  ferns ;  but  the  result  is  always  the 
same.    They  die  in  the  dry  air. 

The  trees  planted  by  the  Committee  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Hospital  have  done  well,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  and  they  will 
plant  more  this  Spring, — funds  permitting. 

The  routine  work,  which  is  always  the  fate  of  the  Donation  and 
Invitation  Commitee,  has  gone  on  this  year  as  usual.  Letters, 
thanking  those  who  have  given  to  the  hospital,  have  been  written, 
also  cards  telling  the  Board  what  to  send  for  the  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  dinners,  which  are  always  given  by  the  members.  At 
the  graduation  of  the  nurses,  the  invitations  were  taken  care  of  by 
this  committee. 

This  ends  the  history  of  the  Hospital's  work  for  1912,  and  into 
1913  we  look,  feeling  sure  its  record  will  prove  even  better,  for  in 
'^ight,  we  think,  and  hope,  are  a  new  Maternity  Hospital  and  a 
Children's  Hospital,  both  so  needed.

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Report  of  Secretary 

Resume  of  the  Minutes  of  Trustees'  Meetings  during  Year  1912. 

There  have  been  ten  Trustee  meetings  and  two  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

At  the  first  Trustee  meeting,  held  January  30th,  1912,  which 
was  also  the  annual  Trustee  meeting,  the  various  officers  were  elected 
and  the  members  of  the  Executive,  Training  School,  Investment  and 
Endowment,  and  Auditing  Committees  of  the  Trustees  were  elected, 
also  a  Board  of  Lady  Managers  of  forty  members,  and  the  nomina- 
tions of  the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  was  agreed  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  action. 

Nominations  from  the  Western  Reserve  University  for  posi- 
tions upon  the  \'isiting  Staff  of  the  Hospital  were  considered  and 
approved,  and  the  members  of  the  Visiting  Staff  duly  elected. 

Similar  action  was  taken  upon  nominations  for  positions  upon 
the  Staff'  of  the  joint  Dispensary  of  Western  Reserve  University 
and  Lakeside  Hospital. 

Vouchers  for  the  Hospital  expenses  of  December.  1911,  were 
examined  and  approved. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Isaac  Leisy  from  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers was  presented  and  was  accepted  with  much  regret. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  John  Sherwin,  Vice-President  of  the  Benj. 
Rose  Institute,  was  read,  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  fine  work 
done  in  the  orthopaedic  department  of  Lakeside  Hospital,  an-* 
stating  that  $10,000  had  been  voted  by  the  In.'titute  to  the  Lakeside 
orthopaedic  department  for  the  year  1912. 

A  new  agreement  in  triplicate  between  Lakeside  Hospital  and 
the  Medical  College  was  read  and  approved.  Additional  positions 
on  the  Hospital  Staff  were  established,  consisting  of  those  of  two 
Senior  Visiting  Surgeons,  one  Senior  Visiting  Physician,  one  Senior 
Visiting  Obstetrician  and  one  Senior  Visiting  Ophthalmologist.  On 
motion,  duly  seconded.  Dr.  Dudley  P.  Allen  was  then  elected  as  a 
Senior  Visiting  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  B.  L.  Millikin  as  Senior  X'isiting 
Ophthalmologist. 

After  presentation  and  consideration  the  financial  st:itemcnt  for 
January  was  ordered  filed. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  held  b\'l)ruary  2ntl,  Mrs. 
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E.  S.  Burke,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Managers  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Anna  M.  North,  and 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Palmer  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Isaac  Leisy. 

The  President  then  spoke  of  the  long  time  Mrs.  Leisy  was  on 
the  Board  and  the  value  of  her  services  and  suggested  that  she  be 
elected  on  the  Board  of  honorary  members,  which  was  done. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  held  February  15th,  con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  inadequate  number  of  pupil  nurses  in 
the  training  school,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  that 
she  be  allowed  to  hire  some  six  graduate  nurses  to  assist  in  the 
caring  of  patients  was  granted. 

Also  after  discussion  and  consideration  a  loan  fund  was  estab- 
lished for  the  assistance  of  pupil  nurses.  By  means  of  which,  upon 
the  written  recommendation  of  the  Principal,  approved  by  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Training  School  Committee,  a  loan  of  $75.00 
might  be  made  to  any  nurse  requiring  same,  payable  after  one  year 
from  graduation,  with  interest  at  4  per  cent. 

Authority  was  also  given  to  the  Principal  of  the  Training 
School  to  have  a  demonstration  diet  kitchen  set  aside  and  equipped 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $300.00. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Millikin,  accepting  the  position  of  Senior 
Visiting  Ophthalmologist,  and  one  from  Dr.  Allen,  declining  the 
position  of  Senior  Visiting  Surgeon,  were  read. 

A  statement  was  made  that  President  Thwing  had  consented 
to  deliver  the  address  to  the  graduating  class  in  May. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  March  2nd,  the  Superintendent 
explained  in  detail  his  plan  for  re-arrangement  in  the  use  of  several 
of  the  rooms  in  the  front  of  the  administration  building,  by  which 
the  housekeeper's  ofiice  would  be  changed  to  a  room  near  the  main 
corridor  so  that  the  maids  and  cleaners  might  be  kept  out  of  the 
front  part  of  the  administration  building*;  and  the  removal  of  the 
social  service  department  to  the  vacated  housekeeper's  office,  so  that 
this  social  department  would  thereby  be  in  closer  touch  with  Miss 
Samuel  and  himself.  The  room  vacated  by  the  social  service  depart- 
ment should  be  made  into  a  reception  and  coat  room  for  the  Visiting 
Staff  and  visiting  surgeons  from  out  of  the  city.  The  removal  of 
the  Post  Office  to  its  position  near  the  front  part  to  the  Oglebay 
pavilion  was  also  recommended.  After  discussion  and  considera- 
tion these  plans  were  approved  and  the  Superintendent  authorized 
to  carry  them  out. 
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A  letter  from  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School  was  then 
read  containing  the  recommendation  by  the  Training  School  Com- 
mittee that  the  entrance  fee  of  $25.00  now  charged  all  pupils  for 
admission  to  the  School  should  be  abolished ;  that  books  be  given 
to  the  pupils  free  and  also  their  graduation  pins.  The  report 
further  recommended  that  the  Principal  should  be  allowed  to  adver- 
tise for  nurses  in  several  periodicals.  After  consideration,  upon 
motion,  duly  seconded,  these  recommendations  were  approved. 

The  Treasurer's  financial  report  for  Februar)'  was  presented 
and  approved. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  May  3rd,  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Gofif,  President  of  the  Cleveland  Trust  Company,  was  read,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  the  will  of  Calvary  Morris,  Esq.,  under  which  the 
Cleveland  Trust  Company  was  named  as  Trustee,  and  Lakeside 
Hospital  named  as  one  of  four  hospitals  which  were  made  bene- 
ficiaries under  this  will — St.  Alexis,  Charity  and  St.  Johns.  Mr. 
Goff  stated  that  he  hoped  at  least  $25,000.00  might  be  divisible  among 
the  four  hospitals  under  this  will  during  the  first  three  or  four  years, 
and  possibly  thereafter  it  might  be  somewhat  increased. 

Permission  was  given  Superintendent  Ranney  to  fit  up  the 
present  mattress  room  as  a  surgical  laboratory  and  put  the  mattresses 
in  the  present  paint  room  by  shifting  the  paint  room  to  another  part 
of  the  basement. 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  some  action  by  the  Investment 
Committee,  and  on  motion  their  purchases  for  the  Endowment 
Funds  were  approved. 

Permission  was  given  to  Dr.  Howard,  Visiting  Pathologist,  and 
Dr.  Robb,  Visiting  Gynaecologist,  to  be  absent  on  vacations  during 
the  summer. 

Nominations  from  the  Visiting  Staff  of  physicians  for  the 
Visiting  Staff  of  Rainbow  Cottage  were  then  considered  and 
approved. 

Mention  was  made  by  the  President  of  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Isaac 
Leisy  of  $1,000.00,  the  income  of  which  should  be  used  for  the  care 
of  indigent  men  and  women. 

Vouchers  for  the  months  of  January,  JFebruary  and  March  were 
examined  and  approved,  and  payment  of  same  by  the  Treasurer  was 
duly  ratified. 

A  three  months  vacation  with  pay  was  voted  to  Superintendent 
Ranney,  and  he  was  also  authorized  to  secure  an  assistant  to  Ass't 
Sup't  Warner  for  that  period. 
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The  Treasurer's  financial  statement  for  April  was  presented, 
discussed  and  ordered  place  on  file. 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  the  proi)osition  from  Dr.  jNlilton 
Brown  to  establish  a  dental  operating  room  in  the  Dispensary  build- 
ing, to  be  equipped  by  the  Dispensary  Department  of  the  University 
without  expense  to  the  Hospital.  This  request  was  referred  to  the 
Dispensary  Committee  for  consideration,  with  the  suggestion  that 
they  should  satisfy  themselves  that  sufficiently  experienced  super- 
vision should  be  provided  before  granting  the  request. 

At  the  Trustees"  meeting  of  June  4th,  the  maintenance  vouchers 
and  pay  rolls  for  April  were  examined  and  approved,  also  the  treas- 
urer's report  for  the  month  of  May. 

Upon  nomination  by  the  \lsiting  Staff  Dr.  Fullerton  was 
elected  Resident  Gynaecologist,  beginning  October  1st.  his  letters  of 
recommendation  being  satisfactory. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Samuel  was  then  read  conveying  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Training  School  Committee  that  the  members  of 
the  senior  class,  twenty-two  in  number,  should  be  given  their 
diplomas,  and  that  the  Isabel  Hampton  Robb  scholarship  should  be 
awarded  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Folckemer,  and  the  Cushing  scholarship 
should  be  offered  first  to  Miss  Margaret  Lane,  should  she  desire  to 
avail  herself  of  this  year's  course  in  Social  Service  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  should  Miss  Lane 
refuse  it,  that  it  then  be  awarded  to  Miss  Ethel  Hansen.  The 
awarding  of  prizes  to  members  of  the  intermediate  class  was  also 
approved  as  recommended. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  installing  the  surgical  laboratory  in 
the  old  mattress  room  of  $503.40  was  presented  and  approved. 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Graham  as  Surgical  Pathologist  was 
then  considered  and  the  President  was  authorized  to  obligate  the 
Hospital  for  one-half  of  his  salary,  provided  the  Medical  College 
would  pay  the  other  half. 

The  plans  of  .Architect  Garfield  for  additions  to  the  surgical 
operating  rooms  were  then  presented  and  examined  and  the  Superin- 
tendent was  authorized  to  secure  estimates  of  their  cost  when  the 
specifications  should  be  approved  by  Dr.  Crile  upon  his  return. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  June  29th.  it  was  voted  that  the 
$13,000.00  received  from  the  Gund  Brewing  Company  for  the  lot 
to  the  northeast  of  the  Hospital  be  appropriated  toward  the  cost  of 
the  additional  surgical  operating  rooms.  A  letter  from  Architect 
Garfield,  dated  June  28th.  was  presented,  estimating  the  total  cost, 
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including  the  architect's  commission  for  these  surgical  operating 
rooms  would  be  $16,289.00;  one-half  of  this,  however,  consisted  of 
work  to  be  done  by  day  labor,  and  he  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  he  could  naturally  only  make  an  estimate  of  such  cost. 

The  report  of  Treasurer  Scott  for  the  month  of  May  was 
presented  and  read  and  ordered  filed. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Warner  read  a  very  interesting  letter 
with  regard  to  the  social  service  department  of  the  Hospital. 

Permission  was  given  that  two  of  the  medical  staff  now  room- 
ing with  other  men  in  the  doctors'  dormitory  might  temporarily  be 
allowed  to  occupy  one  of  the  wards  in  the  isolation  building. 

The  payment  of  Superintendent's  vouchers  and  pay  rolls  for 
May  was  authorized .  after  investigation  and  approval  of  the 
vouchers. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  August  1st.  the  maintenance 
and  pay  roll  vouchers  for  the  month  of  June  were  examined  and 
ordered  paid. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Warner  presented  a  signed  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  Joint  Dispensary  Committee  of  Western  Reserve 
University  Faculty  and  the  Hospital  Trustees,  which  contained  the 
approval  of  their  joint  regulations  for  assignment  and  re-assignment 
of  patients  to  the  various  departments  of  the  Dispensary  in  detail, 
and  after  consideration  these  regulations  and  minutes  were  ratified 
and  approved. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  payment  of  $20,000.00  bequest 
from  Mr.  Charles  D.  Hickox  to  Lakeside  Hospital  to  be  invested 
by  the  Trustees  and  the  income  only  used  for  Hospital  support. 

The  Treasurer's  regular  financial  statement  for  July  was 
presented  and  ordered  filed. 

Authority  was  given  to  re-lay  and  re-pave  the  drive-way  to 
the  store  room  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $500.00. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  October  2n(l,  the  payment  of 
the  July  and  August  ])ay  rolls  and  maintenance  vouchers,  which  had 
been  in  the  meantime  examined  by  different  members  of  the  Board, 
were  duly  ratified  and  approved. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  H.  S.  Upson,  as  Attending  Neurologist, 
was  presented,  on  account  of  his  health  and  accejited  with  regret. 

Nominations  for  appointments  on  the  Surgical  Staff  at  Lake- 
side were  presented  b\'  the  Visiting  Staff,  and  considered  and  acted 
upon. 
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Extension  of  vacation  to  Dr.  Hunter  H.  Robb,  by  need  of 
undergoing  a  surgical  operation,  was  voted. 

Dr.  Bowman  was  elected  Assistant  Visiting  Surgeon  to  Rain- 
bow Cottage  upon  nomination  from  Dr.  Crile. 

Suj^erintendent  Ranney  stated  the  Medical  College  Faculty  had 
agreed  to  pay  one-half  of  Dr.  Graham's  salary  as  Surgical  Patholo- 
gist, and  accordingly,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Graham  was 
elected  to  this  position. 

Revised  rules  governing  the  Surgical  Staff  at  Rainbow  Cottage, 
which  had  been  approved  by  the  Hospital  StafT,  were  adopted. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Samuel,  conveying  the  recommendation  by 
the  Training  School  Committee  that  the  probationary  term  should 
be  shortened  from  six  months  to  four,  was  considered.  The 
President  stated  that  the  Hospital  Stafif  had  approved  of  this,  and 
on  motion,  duly  seconded,  Miss  Samuel  was  authorized  to  put  it 
into  effect  at  once. 

Miss  Samuel  was  also  authorized  to  send  two  or  three  of  her 
third  year  pupils  for  a  four  months'  course  in  obstetrical  and 
gynaecological  nursing  at  Sloane  Hospital,  New  York  City. 

Superintendent  Ranney  stated  that  all  the  tin  and  iron  work 
of  the  Hospital  buildings  had  been  painted  with  graphite  paint  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  such  gutters  as  needed  it  had  been  repaired. 

The  President  stated  that  upon  Dr.  Ranney's  return  from  his 
vacation  he  had  offered  to  give  up  his  own  double  room  in  the 
Doctors'  dormitory  to  accommodate  the  two  additional  men  on  the 
Medical  Stafif  now  occupying  quarters  in  the  isolation  building.  On 
motion,  duly  seconded,  this  proposition  was  adopted  and  approved. 
Superintendent  Ranney  is  hereafter  to  sleep  in  Engineer  Bradley's 
room  when  spending  the  night  at  the  Hospital,  the  Engineer  having 
been  provided  with  a  new  ofifice  room  in  the  basement. 

Superintendent  Ranney  stated  that  by  repairing  and  furnishing 
the  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  isolation  building  those  maids 
not  now  sleeping  in  the  Hospital  could  be  accommodated,  and  on 
motion,  duly  seconded,  he  was  authorized  so  to  do. 

The  Treasurer's  financial  report  for  September  was  presented, 
examined  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

Superintendent  Ranney  announced  a  plan  by  which  the  salary 
of  Mr.  Olivenbaum,  the  radiographer,  could  be  increased  from 
$1500.00  to  $1800.00  for  the  coming  year,  and  $2100.00  for  the  year 
following,  without  an  increased  expense  to  Lakeside,  by  arranging 
thai    Dr.    Hill    should    discontinue    as    Visiting    Radiographer    and 
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become  Consulting  Radiographer,  by  which  plan  he  would  waive 
the  receipts  collected  from  patients  not  having  operations  in  the 
Hospital,  whereby  he  would  save  to  the  Hospital  about  $1200.00 
yearly.  This  saving  would  pay  the  additional  salary  demanded  by 
Mr.  Olivenbaum  and  also  the  nev/  stenographer  demanded  by  Dr. 
Crile.  The  plan  also  contemplated  transferring  Dr.  Taylor  from 
being  Dr.  Crile's  stenographer  to  becoming  Mr.  Olivenbaum's  assis- 
tant. After  considerable  questioning  and  discussion  the  plan  was 
approved  and  Superintendent  Ranney  authorized  to  have  it  carried 
out. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  November  4th,  Superintendent's 
vouchers,  and  pay  roll  vouchers  for  the  month  of  September,  were 
examined  and  approved,  and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the 
month  of  October  was  also  approved,  and  ordered  filed. 

The  report  of  the  Auditing  Company  of  Cleveland  for  the 
endowment  funds  for  the  year  ending  August  24th,  1912,  was 
presented,  examined  and  ordered  filed. 

The  question  of  discipline  affecting  the  conduct  of  two  officers 
on  the  Medical  Service  was  then  brought  forward  and  discussed, 
and  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act. 

The  President  then  recommended  an  increase  of  salary  for 
Miss  Samuel,  Principal  of  the  Training  School,  to  $150.00  a  month, 
and  of  Mrs.  Oxley  to  $1,000.00  per  annum,  which,  on  motion,  duly 
seconded,  was  approved. 

A  discussion  was  then  entered  into  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed site  for  the  contemplated  Maternity  and  Children's  Hospital 
buildings. 

At  the  Trustees'  meeting,  held  December  4th,  the  October 
maintenance  and  pay  roll  vouchers  were  examined  and  approved ; 
also  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  November. 

The  President  reported  with  regard  to  the  case  of  discipline 
in  the  Medical  Service,  and  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Committee 
with  regard  thereto  was  approved.  Their  decision  with  regard  to 
the  salaries  of  the  two  aneasthetists  was  also  approved. 

The  nomination  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Henahan 
as  Dental  Surgeon  in  the  Dispensary  Service  was  presented  and 
approved. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Holt,  the  TTospital  Dietitian  for  the 
past  three  years,  was  presented  and  accepted  with  regret,  and  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Noxon,  a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute.  P»rook- 
lyn,  to  take  her  place  was  approved.

The  President  nominated  Miss  Elizabeth  Brown  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  take  the  place  of  her  mother,  Mrs. 
Harvey  H.  Brown,  and  Miss  Brown  was  accordingly  elected,  on 
motion,  duly  seconded. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Bolton  was  presented,  but  action  was 
delayed  until  Mr,  Bingham  might  interview  Mrs.  Bolton  and  en- 
deavor to  persuade  her  to  re-consider. 

Dr.  Ranney  made  a  statement  regarding  Dr.  Stewart's  request 
for  a  physiological  laboratory  at  the  Hospital,  and  his  plan  for 
meeting  this  want,  which  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  approved. 

A  letter  from  Ass't  Sup't  Warner  with  regard  to  the  "glasses" 
department  "of  the  Dispensary  was  read  and  the  oiTer  of  the  Visiting 
and  Relief  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  to  guarantee 
$50.00  monthly  to  provide  additional  assistance  was  heard  by  the 
Board  with  gratification. 

The  request  of  Miss  Samuel  to  be  allowed  to  engage  two 
additional  maids  at  the  Nurses  Home  was  granted. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Board  of  Managers  had  nominated 
Mrs.  Raymond  and  Dr.  Warner  to  represent  Lakeside  on  a  new 
Central  Clearing  House  Committee  planned  by  the  District  Nurse 
Association.  The  President  explained  the  scope  of  the  work  so  far 
as  he  understood  it,  but  stated  that  he  was  not  familiar  with  the 
precise  amount  of  responsibility  or  expense  that  it  might  involve, 
and  after  discussion,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  representatives 
were  elected  with  notice  that  the  Hospital  should  not  be  further 
committed  until  the  report  of  these  representatives  was  received 
and  considered. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  held  January  22nd,  a  letter 
from  Mrs.  John  Sherwin,  President  of  the  Benj.  Rose  Institute, 
was  read,  stating  that  it  had  been  voted  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Institute  to  continue  the  orthopaedic  relations  with  Lakeside,  but 
only  in  the  diminished  sum  of  $6,000.00  for  the  year  1913. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Brown,  accepting  election  to  the 
Board  of  Lady  Managers,  was  read,  and  the  President  stated  that 
Mr.  Bingham  said  that  Mrs.  Bolton  had  declined  to  reconsider  her 
resignation,  but  that  Mrs.  J.  C.  Morse  was  willing  to  be  transferred 
from  the  non-resident  Board  to  the  active  Board,  and  on  motion, 
duly  seconded,  such  transference  was  duly  made. 

The  maintenance  and  pay  roll  vouchers  for  November  and 
December  were  examined,  approved  and  ordered  paid. 
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The  Treasurer's  report  for  December  and  for  the  year  was 
also  examined,  approved  and  ordered  filed. 

Three  copies  of  the  revised  agreement  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  Medical  Department  of  Western  Reserve  University  for 
the  year  1913  was  presented,  read  and  approved. 

The  request  that  Lakeside  Hospital  should  join  the  proposed 
Federation  for  Charities  and  Philanthropies  was  presented,  but 
decision  postponed  owing  to  the  smallness  of  attendance. 

A  letter  from  Superintendent  Ranney,  describing  the  zone  for 
the  Hospital  obstetrical  work  recommended  by  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  was  read  and  the  zone  therein  described 
approved. 

Dr.  Ranney  was  also  authorized  to  purchase  the  equipment 
needed  for  the  new  surgical  operating  rooms  and  for  the  new 
laboratory  according  to  the  estimate  presented  by  him  at  a  cost  of 
$870.00.  " 

The  recommendation  of  the  Training  School  Committee  that 
the  Hospital  should  hereafter  provide  uniforms  to  the  pupils  free 
of  charge  was  presented  and  discussed,  and  upon  motion,  duly 
seconded,  this  recommendation  was  approved  and  adopted. 

The  annual  reports  of  Superintendent  Ranney  and  of  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Training  School,  Miss  Samuel,  were  presented  and 
accepted,  and  they  were  requested  to  read  them  at  the  aimual  meet- 
ing of  the  Corporation. 

The  Treasurer  then  stated  that  the  probable  entire  cost  of  the 
new  surgical  additions,  including  equipment,  would  amount  to  about 
something  over  $.S,000.00,  exceeding  the  $13,000.00  provided  by  the 
sale  of  land  to  the  Gund  Brewing  Company,  and  on  motion,  duly 
seconded,  the  Trustees  agreed  to  provide  the  difference,  and  the 
President  was  requested  to  divide  it  equitably  among  the  Trustees. 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  tlie  question  of  the  site  for 
the  proposed  Maternity  anrl  Children's  Hospital,  and  it  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  fr.r  further  consideration  and  report.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  1,  1913. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital: 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  eleventh 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Lakeside  Hospital. 

The  year  1912  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  years  in  the 
Hospital's  history,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  progress  made  and 
service  rendered.  The  total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year 
was  4,069,  an  increase  of  224  over  the  preceding  year.  The  total 
admissions  divided  among  the  three  services  were  as  follows :  2,325 
surgical  cases;  1,223  medical  cases;  and  521  gynaecological  cases. 
The  number  of  days'  treatment  was  82,581,  the  average  stay  of  a 
patient  being  twenty  days. 

The  net  daily  per  capita  cost  was  $2.34.  The  total  maintenance 
expense  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  was  $222,773.94,  an 
increase  of  $17,692.18  over  last  year.  The  receipts  for  1912 
amounted  to  $117,131.57,  an  increase  of  $14,745.87.  The  large  in- 
crease in  receipts  was  principally  due  to  the  adoption  of  a  new 
schedule  of  rates  for  rooms  and  ward  accommodations  which  went 
into  effect  on  the  first  of  the  year.  The  increase  in  expenses  can 
be  accounted  for  by  the  increased  number  of  patients  treated  and 
the  higher  cost  of  all  necessary  hospital  supplies,  also  the  establish- 
ment of  several  new  salaried  positions  and  an  increase  of  salaries 
to  other  Hospital  officers  and  employees. 

In  arriving  at  the  per  capita  cost  of  caring  for  patients  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year,  I  have  diverted  from  the  usual  method. 
Formerly,  all  items  of  maintenance  expense,  regardless  of  their  use, 
were  charged  to  the  care  of  patients  in  the  Hospital.  This  method 
of  estimating  seemed  both  unfair  and  misleading.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  our  free  dispensary,  the  outside  obstetrical  department 
and  social  service  relief  should  not  be  charged  up  to  the  care  of 
patients  treated  in  the  Hospital.  I  have  attempted  to  give  the  actual 
per  capita  cost  of  caring  for  patients  in  the  various  departments 
separately.

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FREE   DISPENSARY 

This  department  has  been  entirely  reorganized  during  the  year 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Warner,  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital,  who  was  made  Medical  Director  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  His  appointment  has  more  closely  united  the  interests 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  Western  Reserve  University  and  has 
brought  about  a  continuity  of  purpose  that  could  not  have  otherwise 
been  obtained. 

The  Social  Service  feature  has  been  firmly  established  in  the 
Dispensary,  where  the  need  of  such  a  service  had  been  felt  for 
many  years.  The  efficiency  of  the  Dispensary  has  been  materially 
increased  by  a  new  dental  clinic,  which  has  been  added  in  the  past 
year. 

The  total  number  of  new  patients  treated  this  year  was  11,322. 
The  number  of  return  visits  was  37,419,  making  the  total  number 
of  visits  to  the  Dispensary  48,741. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Dispensary  was  $7,600.49,  as  com- 
pared with  $4,879.73  of  last  year.  The  receipts  for  the  sale  of 
medicine  and  supplies  amounted  to  $5,235.96,  an  increase  of 
$1,359.16  over  1911  "s  receipts.  The  cost  per  patient  treated  at  the 
Dispensary  was  $0.15^. 

OBSTETRICAL   DEPARTMENT 

The  year's  work  in  this  department  has  been  most  satisfactory 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  time  we  have  been  without 
the  services  of  a  Resident  Obstetrician.  The  popularity  of  this 
department  brought  us  more  work  than  we  were  able  to  care  for. 
Consequently,  it  was  thought  advisable  late  in  the  year  to  confine 
the  services  of  the  Obstetrical  Department  to  a  limited  area  cover- 
ing only  the  most  congested  part  of  the  city. 

The  number  of  applications  received  was  898.  Of  this  number 
540  were  attended  at  confinement,  60  were  referred  to  maternity 
hospitals  and  31  were  found  upon  investigation  able  to  pay  for  the 
services  of  a  physician.  The  post  partum  nurse,  with  two  pupil 
nurses,  made  2,966  visits,  an  average  of  nearly  six  visits  to  each 
patient.  It  cost  $3,090.91  to  maintain  this  department  during  the 
year;  and  the  cost  of  caring  for  each  obstetrical  patient  amounted 
to  $5.73  plus. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

The  Social  Service  nurse  and  investigator  have  made  1,226 
calls  during  1912  upon  the  ex-patients  at  their  h6mes.     They  have 
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interviewed  1,283  patients  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  to  ascertain 
the  home  conditions ;  229  patients  have  been  referred  to  other 
charitable  organizations. 

It  is  quite  impossible  with  the  present  Social  Service  Staff  to 
cover  satisfactorily  the  social  needs  of  our  Hospital  and  Dispensary 
patients.  One  more  nurse  connected  with  this  department  would 
enable  us  to  accomplish  all  that  we  desire  at  present  in  the  way  of 
Social  Service  Relief.  We  have  been  assured  by  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  that  the  salary  for  an  additional  nurse  for  this 
work  will  be  provided  for  in  the  coming  year. 

X-RAY   AND   PHOTOGRAPHIC   DEPARTMENT 

The  work  in  this  department  has  increased  in  the  course  of 
the  year  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide  an  additional 
operator  to  assist  Mr.  Olivenbaum.  The  arrangement  made  a  few 
years  ago  with  Dr.  W.  C.  Hill  to  visit  the  Hospital  a  few  hours 
each  day  and  assist  in  the  X-Ray  work  was  satisfactory  until  the 
work  increased  to  that  point  when  it  required  the  constant  attend- 
ance of  a  second  radiographer.  Furthermore,  Dr.  Hill's  private 
practice  in  radiography  occupied  more  and  more  of  his  time,  so 
that  we  felt  it  absolutely  necessary  to  make  other  arrangements. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Taylor,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  Hospital 
for  many  years,  and  in  the  past  has  done  radiographic  work 
for  the  Hospital,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Radiographer;  and 
Dr.  Hill  has  been  made  Visiting  Radiographer  to  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  taken  2,719  radiographs, 
551  photographs,  and  made  500  lantern  slides.  This  department 
has  become  one  of  the  most  useful  and  efficient  in  the  entire  Hos- 
pital. 

The  accommodations  provided  for  X-Ray  work  is  fast  becom- 
ing cramped  and  inadequate,  and  some  provision  must  be  made  in 
the  near  future  for  its  enlargement. 

ROSE  INSTITUTE— RAINBOW  COTTAGE 

The  Hospital  has  received  from  the  Rose  Institute  eighty-four 
children  for  surgical  and  orthopaedic  treatment  during  the  year, 
which  is  forty-three  more  than  last  year.  The  Hospital's  affiliation 
with  the  Rainbow  Cottage  assists  greatly  in  the  success  of  handling 
the  Rose  Institute  cases.  After  operation  at  the  Hospital  the 
children  are  transferred  to  Rainbow  Cottage,  where  they  may  have 
the  professional  services  of  the  same  physicians  who  attended  them 
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at  the  Hospital.  The  continuity  of  professional  service  in  ortho- 
paedic cases  is  very  important.  The  convalescence  of  children 
progresses  more  rapidly  at  Rainbow  Cottage  than  in  the  Hospital, 
principally  on  account  of  its  location  and  surroundings.  Pure  air 
and  warm  sunshine  are  more  conducive  to  health  than  in  the  smoky, 
dirt  laden  atmosphere  of  the  city. 

I  trust  that  nothing  will  occur  to  annul  the  continuation  of  the 
alliance  between  these  three  institutions  that  are  so  deeply  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  crippled  children. 

NEW    CONSTRUCTIONS 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  built  an  addition  to  the 
Operating  Room  suite.  This  new  part  provides  an  additional  operat- 
ing room,  a  surgical  laboratory  for  pathology,  sterilizing,  examining 
and  instrument  rooms.  It  is  intended  that  all  surgical  operations 
will  be  performed  in  the  operating  room  pavilion  located  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Hospital.  The  old  surgical  suite  will  be  used 
in  the  future  exclusively  for  clinics  and  lectures. 

There  was  erected  late  in  the  year  a  veranda  adjacent  to  Ward 
"B"  for  the  benefit  of  the  i)atients  in  that  ward.  The  children's 
veranda  has  been  extended  to  the  entire  length  of  the  ward,  and 
one-half  of  the  floor  space  has  been  enclosed  in  glass.  As  many 
children  treated  in  the  Hospital  are  suffering  with  tubercular  bone 
diseases,  the  enclosed  portion  of  the  veranda  provides  us  with 
accomm.odations  where  we  can  give  this  class  of  cases  the  fresh  air 
treatment  without  exposing  them  to  any  severe  weather.  This  new 
veranda  for  Ward  "B"  and  the  enlargement  and  improvements  on 
the  Children's  Ward  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  G.  Dalton. 
Their  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children's  department  of 
the  Hospital  has  been  manifested  many  times  before. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

When  the  street  in  front  of  the  Hospital  was  paved  late  in  the 
year  1911  the  grade  of  the  street  was  lowered,  leaving  the  grade 
of  the  grass  plot  between  the  curb  and  the  sidewalk  unchanged. 
This  spring  we  excavated,  filled  and  leveled  the  entire  strip  of 
ground  along  the  Hospital  Front  from  East  Twelfth  Street  to  East 
Fourteenth  Street.  Later  this  ground  was  seeded  and  enclosed  by 
an  iron  fence.  Two  cement  walks  were  laid  from  the  street  to  the 
sidewalk  directly  in  front  of  the  entrance  of  the  Administration 
Building.    A  cement  sidewalk  aboimt  one  hundred  ten  feet  in  length 
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and  five  feet  wide  was  laid  along  the  curb  between  the  two  side- 
walks for  the  convenience  of  those  visiting  the  Hospital  in  auto- 
mobiles and  carriages. 

The  pavement  in  the  driveway  leading  from  East  Twelfth  Street 
to  the  storeroom  was  taken  up  and  its  grade  changed  and  then 
relaid  with  new  Medina  stone  block.  At  the  same  time  the  sewer 
was  enlarged,  the  old  one  being  of  too  small  caliber  to  take  care  of 
the  surface  water  during  heavy  stonns. 

The  Surgical  Service  has  been  provided  with  a  new  clinical 
laboratory  located  in  the  sub-basement  under  Wards  "L"  and  "M." 
This  laboratory  is  completely  equipped  with  all  modern  apparatus. 

HOSPITAL   NEEDS 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  today 
is  a  new  building  for  the  care  of  children  and  maternity  cases.  I 
believe  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Lady  Board  of  Managers 
will  agree  with  me  that  our  present  accommodations  for  children 
is  both  inadequate  and  unsuitable.  We  are  compelled  many  times 
each  year  to  close  the  ward  on  account  of  contagious  diseases. 

We  have  attempted  in  the  past  twelve  months  to  minimize  the 
chances  of  exposure  to  the  children  by  using  one  of  the  separation 
rooms  of  one  of  the  women's  wards  as  a  detention  room,  -where  a 
child  upon  arrival  is  subject  to  a  thorough  examination  before  being 
admitted  to  the  ward.  On  several  occasions  we  have  prevented 
children  suffering  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  from 
entry  by  these  methods. 

In  spite  of  our  many  precautions  the  children's  ward  has  been 
closed  during  the  year,  on  account  of  contagion,  about  one-third  of 
the  time.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  build  a  new  children's  hospital  in 
the  near  future,  I  would  recommend  that  the  present  children's  ward 
be  divided  by  temporary  partitions  into  several  sections ;  then,  if 
contagious  diseases  develop,  it  would  be  necessary  to  quarantine  only 
the  section  in  which  it  developed.  We  would  then  be  able  to  keep 
the  ward  open  for  admission  at  all  times.  W^hen  the  ward  is  open 
for  the  reception  of  patients,  the  beds  are  kept  occupied  and  many 
applications  are  refused  admission  for  lack  of  accommodations. 

The  Obstetrical  Nurse  informs  me  that  the  great  majority  of 
cases  that  she  attends  in  the  districts  would  be  much  better  off  in  a 
Hospital  during  the  period  of  their  confinement,  on  account  of  un- 
sanitary conditions.     The  Hospital  accommodations   for  maternity 
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cases  in  the  City  of  Cleveland  are  very  small  compared  with  the 
other  large  cities.  The  establishment  of  a  Maternity  Department 
in  connection  with  Lakeside  Hospital  would  add  much  to  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Hospital  as  a  charitable  institution.  Our  nurses  greatly 
need  maternity  experience  in  a  Hospital  in  order  to  complete  their 
training  course. 

Many  useful  gifts  have  been  received  at  the  Hospital  this  year 
from  the  Trustees,  Lady  Board  of  Managers  and  others.  These 
gifts  have  been  recorded  and  a  list  of  them  may  be  found  elsewhere 
in  the  Annual  Report  under  "Donations  Other  Than  Cash." 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  no  changes  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Executive  Staflf.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Resident  Officers  of  the  Hospital  for  their 
loyalty,  faithfulness  and  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  to 
the  Trustees  for  the  three  months'  vacation  granted  me  during  last 
summer,  and  to  thank  both  the  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  for  their  advice  and  support.

Report  of  the  School  for  Nurses 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lakeside  Hospital:  i 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  School  for  Nurses.  The  year  just  completed 
has  not  been  unlike  previous  ones  in  its  aims,  its  interests  and  its 
problems — the  latter  not  growing  less  as  the  Hospital  needs  become 
greater  and  the  demands  made  upon  the  School  more  exacting  in 
consequence. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  service  was  exceed- 
ingly heavy,  and  we  were  obliged  to  engage  several  graduates  for  a 
time  to  enable  us  to  meet  the  many  demands.  A  nursery  maid  was 
placed  in  the  Children's  Ward,  where  so  many  hands  are  required, 
and  this  has  been  quite  a  help,  as  the  ward  has  usually  been  filled 
to  its  capacity.  Unfortunately  for  the  service,  contagion  has  neces- 
sitated quarantining  or  closing  the  ward  at  different  times. 

The  new  Demonstration  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  in  use  since 
last  spring  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  both  instructor  and  pupils. 
Two  demonstrations  of  practical  methods  in  nursing  were  given  by 
members  of  the  Graduating  Class,  one  in  February  and  one  in 
November ;  and  also  a  very  instructive  clinic  by  Dr.  Crile  and  his 
staff  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Nine  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  have  taken  the  course 
in  Visiting  Nursing,  all  of  whom  have  appreciated  the  advantage 
of  this  broader  experience,  while  one  is  proving  the  benefits  to  the 
School  in  her  excellent  work  as  assistant  in  the  Obstetrical  De- 
partment. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Trustees,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee,  decided  to  discontinue  the  tuition  fee  for  the  Pre- 
paratory Course  and  to  make  the  probationary  term  four  months 
instead  of  six  as  heretofore.  A  Loan  l^'^und  was  also  established, 
which  may  be  used  by  pupils  after  one  year  in  the  School. 

The  increasing  work  in  the  Obstetrical  Department  frctjuently 
rec|uires  another  student  nurse,  and  with  a  greater  number  in  the 
School  we  hope  shortly  to  extend  to  the  pupils  the  many  advantages 
the  Hospital  offers  in  its  growing  Dispensary  Service  for  experience 
in  medical  and  social  work. 
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The  School  has  had  the  honor  of  entertaining  during  the  year 
several  prominent  members  of  the  nursing  profession :  Miss  Delano, 
Superintendent  of  the  National  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service;  Miss 
Goodrich.  Inspector  of  Schools  for  Nurses,  Educational  Depart- 
ment, Albany,  New  York;  Miss  Mclsaac,  Superintendent  of  the 
United  States  Army  Nurse  Corps;  and  others.  We  are  very  much 
indebted  to  Mr.  J.  F.  Jackson,  Director  of  Public  Charities,  and  to 
Miss  Hanna  Buchanan  for  their  very  helpful  talks  on  the  care  of 
the  needy  and  Social  Service. 

We  report  with  much  sorrow  the  death  of  three  of  our  grad- 
uates. Miss  Mabel  Goodrick,  Class  of  1910;  Miss  Anna  Ochsenhirt, 
Class  of  1903;  and  Miss  Gertrude  Bangham,  Class  of  1909;  all  of 
whom  were  successful  in  their  chosen  work  and  whose  early  deaths 
are  deplored  by  the  School  and  the  Alumnae. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1912  were  held 
the  afternoon  of  May  twenty-first  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  Surgical 
Pavilion.  An  appropriate  and  helpful  address  was  made  by 
President  Thwing,  of  Western  Reserve  University  and  Adelbert 
College,  and  the  diplomas  and  prizes  presented  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Mather.  A  reception  was  afterwards  held  in  "The  Flora  Stone 
Mather  Memorial,"  the  Nurses'  Residence.  The  following  scholar- 
ships and  prizes  were  awarded :

Eleven  pupils  were  disqualified  or  resigned  for  various  reasons 
during  the  year:  three  from  the  class  of  1912;  three  from  the  class 
of  1913 ;  three  from  the  class  of  1914;  and  two  from  the  first  section 
of  the  class  of  1915.  Of  these  two  have  re-entered  the  School,  one 
in  the  Senior  Class  and  one  in  the  Intermediate  Class. 

The  number  of  applications  received  during  the  year  was  424; 
number  entered  on  probation,  51 ;  of  these  10  are  now  members  of 
the  Junior  Class,  12  were  disqualified,  6  resigned,  and  23  are  still 
on  probation. 

During  the  year  729  graduates  were  called  for  special  duty 
in  the  Hospital,  the  daily  average  number  being  twenty-one  plus. 

We  wish  to  express  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board  of 
Lady  Managers  and  other  friends  our  appreciation  of  their  interest 
in  the  School,  and  thanks  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  the  nurses 
throughout  the  year.  We  also  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Stafif  for  lectures  given  and 
to  the  different  members  of  the  Visiting  and  Resident  Staff  for 
professional  services  so  generously  given  to  graduates  and  pupils. 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Trustees  and  Managers  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Hospital,  and  to  thank  most  heartily  my  assistants 
and  head  nurses  for  their  unselfish  devotion  and  very  loyal  support 
in  the  efforts  made  to  maintain  and  advance  the  interests  of  the 
School.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lakeside  Hospital: 

The  growth  of  the  Dispensary  in  the  past  year  has  been  more 
in  efficiency  than  in  numbers.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  was  considerable,  but  the  more  careful  investigation  of 
each  applicant  resulted  in  a  greater  number  of  refusals  to  admit. 
The  new  admissions  were  but  a  few  more  than  last  year.  The  more 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  return  visits,  notwithstanding  the 
many  exclusions  of  patients  admitted  under  the  restricted  Classes  B 
and  C  and  the  introduction  of  a  Class  D,  limited  practically  to  one 
visit  for  each  admission,  means  a  definite  increase  in  the  average 
number  of  return  visits.  This  is  the  real  figure  by  which  one  should 
measure  the  value  and  efficiency  of  dispensary  service  and  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  this  figure  shows  that  our  work  this  year  was 
more  efficient  than  heretofore.  The  ratio  of  total  treatments  given 
to  admissions  for  1911  was  4.98,  but  for  1912  it  rose  to  5.57,  with- 
out any  allowance  for  the  restricted  classes  in  operation  this  year 
for  the  first  time.

In  September,  1912,  a  fourth  class — "D" — was  added  to  the 
classification  of  admissions,  making  the  full  classification  as  follows: 

Class  A — General  admissions  for  treatment  in  any  department 
until  revoked.  This  class  is  for  those  who  never  in  reasonable 
probability  will  be  able  to  pay  any  doctor  anything. 

Class  B — Admissions  to  any  department  for  this  sickness  only, 
another  illness  requiring  another  interview  with  the  admitting  officer. 
This  class  is  for  those  who  might  under  favorable  circumstances 
pay  for  some  medical  care,  but  at  the  time  of  admission  can  pay 
nothing. 

Class  C — Admissions  for  major  or  special  surgery  or  for  any 
chronic  condition  for  which  these  people  can  not  reasonably  be 
expected  to  pay  the  ordinary  fees  for  tiie  treatment  necessary.  These 
patients  are  referred  to  general  practitioners  for  short  illnesses  of 
any  kind  or  for  minor  surgery  and  can  properly  be  required  to  pay 
for  these  services. 

Class  D — Admissions  for  special  examination  or  consultation 
only ;  no  treatment  given.     Many  people  who  employ  a  general  prac- 
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titioner  are  not  able  to  pay  for  X-Ray,  Wassermann  reactions, 
vaccines,  etc.,  or  for  the  round  of  consultation  necessary  to  work 
out  an  obscure  case  in  the  same  thorough  way  that  a  physician 
would  work  out  the  case  of  a  patient  able  to  pay  all.  At  the  request 
of  a  physician  the  dispensary  will  make  special  examination  or  see 
in  consultation  such  a  patient,  then  refer  him  back  to  this  physician 
for  treatment. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  employ  a  regular  optician, 
who  should  not  only  make  the  glasses  but  come  to  the  dispensary 
daily  to  fit  the  frames  to  the  patients.  All  expenses  were  to  be 
paid  from  the  Social  Service  Fund,  and  this  department  was  to 
collect  from  those  who  could  pay.  Mr.  E.  B.  Brown  was  selected 
and  appointed  February  20th.  From  this  date  to  December  31, 
1912,  542  pairs  of  glasses  were  made  and  dispensed,  and  of  these 
132  pairs  were  given  free  or  at  nominal  prices.  Payments  have  been 
made  after  work  was  secured,  by  installments,  or  in  labor  for  the 
Hospital,  or  remitted  as  the  patient's  circumstances  indicated.  The 
net  expense  has  been  $132.75.  To  balance  a  part  of  this  there  was 
stock  on  hand  and  the  bills  receivable  on  January  1,  1913. 

In  affiliation  with  the  College  of  Dentistry  of  Western  Reserve 
University  a  Dental  Department  was  authorized  July  18,  1912,  and 
opened  October  1,  1912.  This  department  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  J.  P. 
Henahan,  an  instructor  in  the  College  of  Dentistry.  Only  dental 
surgery  is  done  in  the  clinic  here,  but  definite  appointments  are  made 
for  filling  and  plate  work  to  be  done  at  the  Dental  College.  Tooth 
brushes  and  powder  are  dispensed  routinely  by  the  Pharmacy  as 
medicines. 

Through  some  special  gifts  and  the  assistance  from  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  Hospital  the  general  equipment  for  work  has  been 
made  decidedly  better  than  ever  before,  yet  more  improvements  are 
needed.
